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FOOT AND MOUTH D ISEASE 


A specialist 
from

United 


States Public health Service and 
a veterinarian, 'who was in Bryan 


recently, stated before an audi­ 
ence in reply to a question, that 
the foot and mouth disease could 
be transferred from cattle to hu­ 
man beings, 
It is a disease where- 
in both the hoof of the cow and 
the mouth of the animal are in­ 
fected and some say that the cow’s 
tongue eventually rots out, or is 
destroyed by the infection. 
The manner in which the disease 
would work on people is not known 
to this section, but likely in a sim­ 
ilar manner as regards the mouth 
Dr. Smith, who made the state­ 
ment regarding transfer to human 
beings, said that it could be caught 
from milk, which is but another 
reason why we should be especial­ 
ly careful about the milk we drink 
and an argum ent in favor of the 
standard milk-grading ordinance. 
Grimes county is in the quar­ 
antine area, though no infections 
have as yet been 
located there. 
With the quarantine section so 
close to us, extreme caution should 
be taken and a vigilance maintain­ 
ed to see that any outbreaks that 
might possibly occur this far north 
of the Houston area be stamped 
out with no spread. 
It would be 
a bad thing for an outbreak to oc­ 
cur but doubly hard for one to be 
here and either not be discovered 
or to be suppressed._______
